There is much fo indicate thai one great issue in Ihc Massa 


ciuisetfs campaign'this fall \vill bc^iiuniigrowth of the Boston 
police strike. The issue may nol be formally prcseulecl, and 
if is not entirely an issue between parlies. 
The issue was 


made plain at the time of the Strike, and il is that Ihe laws ot~ 
Ihe slate musl be supreme over all. No organization ami no 
faction must be peVmilted to set up an authority superior lo 
the laws of the commonwealth. That was the stand taken by 
(he police commissioner, the mayor of Boston and by the gov- 
ernor of the Mate. They still hold to that position, in winch 
Ihey have the support of all who believe thai rule of the people 
by the people must not be Jeopardized by even partial sur- 
render lo any faction. 


Governor Coojidge's firm slaud on this point has won for 


him (lie commendation of many high authorities in and out of 
his slate. The character of Ihe issue was such as lo attract the 
attention of the enlirc.'coim.lry, and the expressions that have 
come from' many sources leave no question as to where (he 
country stands on Ihe issue that was raised by the Boston 
police force when the members abandoned their p<5sts-of duty 
in Ihe interest of labor unionism. 


Some of the Democratic leaders of Massachusetts were 


early to seize upon the Boston affair as an issue in Ihe stale 
campaign, and it is an issue thai is cordially welcomed by (he 
'Republicans, who are prepared to support mosl heartily Ihe 
i',\i\:iilive, who rose to the occasion when the exigency came 
and stood four-square in Ihe interest of all the people as 
against any element, no matter how widely or strongly organ-
